tration of Chinese in cities with 
metropolitan status,” wrote Dr. 
Lee, “may be found in the 
nature of their principal - o¢cu- 
pations—laundries and ‘restau- 
rants. . . . It appears that the 
larger the city’s population, the 
greater is the demand for Chi- 
nese laundry service. The same 
holds true for chop-suey and 
chow-mein establishments.” But 
even these occupations, she 


wrote, are being snatched from 


the Chinese by the competition 
of steam laundries, five-and-ten 
cent stores, cafeterias, drug 
stores and canned foods.
